The rest of the crew 
recovered, arid, alter getting a clean 
bill 


of health, they started nomeward bound., Before 
they hao^been many days at sea the pestilence 
broke ourafresh, and the first victim, seized was a 
seaman, ot the name of Gustave Johnson,- •who' 
eventually succumbed, and-was buried on the 1st of. 
April. The captain, a native of Stockton, Me., of 
the name of Clifford, was then taken sick and died 
on the 5th of April, and on the »th of the same 
month, the flrst officer, Allen Smith, of Steep Falls, 
Me., .also fell" a victim to the same disease. It 
was at this time that the energy of woman was 
brought to light, for Mrs. Clifford, who had also been 
confined to her bed by yellow fever, on the death of 
her husband came out on deck and undertook to 
navigate the ship. Mrs. Clifford is a woman of small 
stature, dark hair, pleasing face lit up with a pair 
of sparkling eyes, radiant with intelligence and 
fire. "When the time came that she was called upon 
to preserve 
the lives 
of those on board 
she was found equal to the task and nobly 
did her duty. 
On the voyage home Mrs. 


Clifford was assisted by Mr. ECttctiborn, of Stockton, 
Me., the second mate, an intelligent boy, who 
quickly learnt from her the rudiments of naviga- 
tion and proved of invaluable assistance during the 
voyage home. They crossed the jine on the 6th of 
April and met with, favorable weather up to Cape 
Hatteras, where they fell in with heavy weather. 
Here the seamanship of the second mate was 
brought into requisition, and, enconraged by the 
presence of his late captain's wife, who was always 
on deck, they passed through the storm with only 
some trifling damages. 
The Abbie Clifford arrived off Staten Island on 
Sunday evening, and is still in Quarantine owing to 
the yellow fever. As soon as the vessel cornes up 
to a dock Mrs. Clifford will return to her friends at 
Stockton, Me., carrying with her the heartfelt 
gratitude of the seamen of the Abbie Clifford, who 
owe their lives to ner energy and presence of mind.

intelligence of the official explanation nmdo 
last night in the British Parliament of tho 
negotiations between tho English and Ameri- 
can governments in relation to the claims for 
indirect damages inivdo by tlio luttcr in the 
case presented to the Geneva Conference. Mr. 
Gladstone was the spokesman for the adminis- 
tration in the Commons, and Lord Gruuville 
in the Lords. Their statements were, ol 
course, identical. They set forth that on the 
18th January of the present year it first be- 
came known to the Ministry that these con- 
structive claims had been advanced, and on 
the 3d of February, sixteen days afterwards, 
Her Majesty's government protested that they 
were not within the scope of the Treaty of 
Washington, nor within the intention of either 
party thereto. To this protest Secretary Ksh 
replied in' April that "he thought the 
Geneva Board ought to decide the en- 
tire question," the tone of his despatch being 
"most courteous." Meantime, our Minister 
at the Court of St. James suggested as a course 
that would be acceptable to both nations an 
interchange of notes setting forth the views, 
terms and conditions whereon each would be 
willing to proceed to arbitration. This sug- 
gestion was accepted by England, and a cor- 
respondence was carried on between the two 
governments through the instrumentality of 
the cable. On the 9th of the present month 
the British Cabinet ascertained that a proposi- 
tion for a settlement of the difficulties based 
on 
these 
negotiations, 
which 
had 


been 
submitted by President Grant to 


tha United States Senate on the preceding 
day, was not in accordance with the English 
understanding of the brief cable despatch on 
which it was based,_and so on Fridajjgst, the 
10th inst, a draft of a letter fully covering 
the views of the British government was sub- 
mitted to Minister Schenek. This letter, al- 
though lengthy, Vas immediately telegraphed 
by Mr. Schenek to Washington entire, and, on 
the following day, last Saturday, our Minister 
irrformed Lord Grauville—of course on-the 
authority of official despatches from Wash- 
ington—that 
the President had accept.

had entertained the English detailed proposi- 
tions, which was regarded by the British 
Cabinet as almost eqruvalenfc to a ratification 
and a final settlement of the matter in dispute.

The cable report of Mr. Gladstone's speech is 


probably meagre, and it may be that the 
ministerial explanation was more full in detail 
than appears from the despatches. At present 
there seems to have been a singular slurring 
over of the negotiations or correspondence be- 
tween the two governments from the 3d of 
February to the 9th of the present month. 
We can hardly believe that all the reply made 
by Secretary Ksh to the dilatory protest of

The Cotton Claims In •Washington. 
There seoras to be no end to the agitation 


over and difficulty of finding a way of settling 
the cotton claims against the government. 
These claims, in one form or another, have 
been before the departments, the Court of 
Claims, the Supreme Court and both houses 
of Congress ever since the war closed. It ap- 
pears there is a fund of about twenty-five 
millions of dollars in the Treasury, which is 
held in trust for the claimants, though ton 
millions of that is barred, it is said, by statute 
of limitation. An effort has been made in Con- 
gress, by an amendment to the Deficiency bill, 
to lock up this money in' the Treasury, and 
thus to leave the. judgments of the courts in 
favor of the claimants unsatisfied. The Gom- 
mitteejjf Conference of the two houses pro- 
jjoged to abandon this amendment, but the 
House was not willing to yield. The muddle 
arises from the want of a due sense of justice 
on the part of some of the members, from the 
old bitter feeling against everything connected 
with the South, and from the insatiable lobby 
which has connected itself with the cotton 
claims. Injustice is done to a great many 
worthy, loyal and suffering people in conse- 
quence. There ought to be little difficulty in 
deciding whether a loyal citizen's cotton was 
taken by the government or not. The govern- 
ment has no right to withhold the money it 
has received for the cotton, of loyal citizens. 
Let us/nope justice will be done in all cases, 
aiurthat this troublesome matter may be re- 
moved from Congress to the courts, where it 
belongs.

The great question of labor, which is quietly

The anxiety of the administration 
to save the treaty then became Intensified, in fact 
our proposition not to press for money awards was 
construed by the English government to mean a 
virtual withdrawal from our claim for indirect 
damages. It was this misconstruction that made 
the British reply objectionable and unacceptable.

Enforcement Act and Its Arasieaty 


Amendxaciftts in tXic Senate* 


The bill to extend the operations of tne Enforce 


nest act BO as to inclade any election precinct al 
which ten citizens may request the appointment o: 
Bupervisors came up in the Senate to-day as tin 
finished business, and occupied nearly the entire 
afternoon session. An amendment virtually provid 
Ingfor general amnesty was offered,which provokec 
considerable discnssion and was intended to defeai 
the bill, because while it eonld be added with a 
mere majority vote when it once became a part o 
the measure, it wonld require a two-thirds ma 
jority to pass it. The five minnte rule was enforced, 
tint the Senators sncceededin dodging it by offer 
lag frivolous amendments, which they withdrew 
when they had concluded their speeches. 
j 


Considerable amusement was occasioned by Mr. 


Trumbull's earnestness, as a friend of the measure, 
and Mr. Sumner's declaration that lie would be 
compelled to offer his everlasting Civil Rights bill 
as an amendment. 
Trnmbull had the floor, and 


stated that he didn't Know of the existence of such 
a. thing as tae Civil Eights bill, whereupon Mr. Snm- 
zer said:— 


"Oh I bntldo; and 111 soon introduce it to your

Trurobull retorted with tlie customary demo- 


cratic argument tbat civil rights as embodied in 
the threatened bill meant social equality. He 
talked about caning a mule a horse, and said 
the znnle was not thereby made to be a horse.

Mr. Sumner replied 
to Mr. Trnmbull by reading- from one of Fred 
Douglass' speeches, declaring that the colored 
people only demand equal rights before the law, 
and do not urge social equality. Mr. Trnmbull. imi- 
tating Somner's voice and manner, created great 
langhter by quoting from one of Professor Lang- 
Bton's speeches a declaration that Langston de- 
manded social equality.

The conference report on the several amend- 


ments to the Deficiency' bill embraces a compro- 
mise between the differences of the two houses, so 
worded as to exclude claims against the govern- 
ment once rejected by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and now pending to the Court of Claims, from 
further relief in case of adverse decisions, while it 
provides that all other claims embraced within the 
purview of the act shall be adjudicated, no matter 
what previous action may have been taken regard- 
ing them. It also provides that receipts given for 
the payment of cotton claims shall be in fall for all 
claims against the government This result is ac- 
cepted as a compromise between the demands of 
the Treasury Department, supported oy the ex- 
treme radicals to exclude disloyal claimants from 
the Court of Claims, and the efforts of the lawyers 
supported by the liberals to open the door for the 
adjudication of the claims of pardoned citizens un- 
der the decision of the Supreme Court.

Colonel W. B. Roberts to-day received a very com- 


plimentary letter from J. G. Houard, of Philadelphia, 
brother ofDr. Honard, the American citizen wrong- 
fully held by the Spaniards, which contains some 
very interesting news.

A curious reversal of a fundamental law of optics

Infuriated fishermen; while documents recorded 
in the city of New Tort In 1682 form the 
basis upon which the prosecution is waged by the 
Delaware authorities. New Jersey has long been 
in the habit of driving from the waters of the Dela- 
ware the oystermen who came from Delaware and 
Pennsylvania. Such persons, if they had planted 
oysters on the east of the middle line of the river, 
were not allowed to fish them up, bnt if caught in 
an attempt to do so were arrested, imprisoned and 
their vessel made forfeit to the State.

By referring to the map of Pennsylvania 
the reader win observe that Delaware pierces its 
southern line in the form of a semi-circle, and the 
original grant from Charles IL, King of England, 
to William Penn, In 1681. describes this boundary 
as a circle having its centre at Sew Castle and a 
radius of twelve mnes. The land within this circle, 
as well as that lying between the east bans of the ' 
Delaware bay and river and the Connecticut and 
Hudson rivers, was given by Charles to his brother" 
James, DnkeofYort, in 1664. Tori sold to Lord 
Berkeley and Sir George Cartaret in the same 
year all the lands east of the Delaware and to the 
waters edge, and on the 28th of October, 1682, he, 
by his attorney, John Moli transferred and 
made formal delivery

At an early hour yesterdav your reporter paid a 
visit to ifr. Charles love, the Attorney General of 
Delaware. Mr. Love is a Hud. genisl gentleman, 
and laughed heartily over the "fish war," which he 
styled a "tempest in a teapot." m addition to 
•some of the -facts detailed above he stated as fol- 
lows:—The best of the joke is that the trouble In 
whlch'the Jersey people find themselves is of their 
own creation. Though they assumed to possess 
paramount right to portions of the river, while It 
was unquestionably wholly in the jurisdiction o 
this State, we regarded their assumption simply as 
a droll and almost harmless one. However, rathe 
winter, of 3S70-71, some self-appointed, commis- 
sioners from that State came over here and pro- 
cured the enactment of a law by our Legislature, 
avowedly for the protection of the. shad fishery. 
which was fast being ruined. I do not know how 
or by whom the injudicious arrangement of licenses 
was made. The fee imposed was $5 for residents 
and $20 for non-residents of the State. The act was 
, passed March 28, 1871, and the penalty In case of 
violation was a fine of $50 and confiscation of the 
boat tackle, Ac. Among those who procured 
licenses under the law this season were a number 
of persons living in the State of Pennsylvania, just 
above Marcus Hoos ana about the 1st of file present 
month one of these, Mr. John Richardson; of Mar- 
cus Hook, complained that the Jersey boats that 
paid no license monopolized the best fishing 
grounds, and demanded that they be forced to pay 
the same license as himself or cease to comber the 
waters. In consequence of his complaint, on Tues- 
day, 
the 2d inst, I chartered ' a tog 
which I" despatched in 
command of Captain 
•John Haycock, with Constable Pilchard and a small 
posse to arrest the owners of an boats found fish- 
ing without a license. They brought in twelve 
nets and twenty-two men, with eleven boats. The 
men were brought Into Court for trial, and I told 
them I did not wish to proceed against them, and 
advised them to takeout licenses and go on with 
their fishing- This, after consideration, they con- 
cluded to do, and each boat paid $20 license and $5 
costs, incurred in the capture. I hope the portion 
of tfte law which discriminates between citizens of 
this and neighboring States will be done away with; 
bat so loag as it exists It is sry duty to enforce it.

He Is a portly 
man, who must have been very handsome in his 
youth, if one may judge from the lines of a full, 
round face, closely" shaved and tanned by the river 
breeze as red as a lobster. His head is surmounted 
by a great shock of preternaturally white hair, and 
he wore a Dolly Varden shirt and Caleb Hummer 
trousers of the inimitable pattern and with the un- 
mentionable patch.

Hollywood the Winner of the Brand Stakes and

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 13,1872. 


The opening day of the Spring Meeting of the 


Kentucky Association was all that could be de- 
sired. The weather was fine, the track in excel- 
lent order, and the attendance very large. At an 
early hour of the morning all the hacks, buggies and 
omnibuses in the city were brought into requisition, 
and the scene in consequence was of the liveliest 
description around the Phoenix Hotel until near 
noon. 
The time of commencing the racing 


was se't down at twelve o'clock, and promptly 
to the minute the horses were called to the 
post. 
There were two races on the pro- 


gramme, both sweepstakes, and each having nine 
entries. The pool selling was not large on either 
event, although there were a great number of sales 
made. Kentuctians do not appear to be great 
buyers, preferring several small, moderate pools to 
one large one on their favorites; bnt they are en- 
thusiasts for good racing and fine horses, 


THE BKAKD STAKES. 


The first race was the Brand Stakes, for four-year- 


olds, two mile heats, $60 entrance, play or pay; 
S260 added by A. H. Brand. On this event there 
were nine entries, but when the horses were called 
only three made their appearance, notwithstanding 
a fourth—Mr. Clay's chestnut colt Ginger—had 
been 
announced to 
start: 
bnt 
he was 


withdrawn at the last moment. The horses that 
ran were:—A. Bnford's bay filly Hollywood, by 
Lexington, dam Miriam, by Glencoe; W. Cottrill's 
chestnut filly Saucebox, by Star Davis, dam Ske- 
daddle, by Yorkshire, and John Harper's chestnut 
colt Express, by Endorser, dam Kantura. The pool' 
selling was in favor of Express, with Saucebox as 
second choice, Hollywood not bringing over $10 in 
J100.

Meeting 
Yesterday—-More 
Firms 


Acceding to the Demands of tho Men— 
Probable Success of the Movement. 
The carpenters ana joiners on strike assembled 


at nine o'clock yesterday morning and organized a 
committee to receive reports and take action upon 
any matters that might come up for consideration. 
Both outside the hall and inside the scene was very 
animated, not less than eight hundred men being 
gathered outside and in the vicinity. At the door 
the flag of the Carpenters' Union was displayed, 
and this was the main rallying point of the strikers. 
Inside the hall a number of secretaries were busily 
engaged in enrolling non-society men, who, either 
from fear or choice, came /in large numbers 
to take part in the movement. The most deter- 
mined efforts were made to induce the carpenters 
who are not members of the Union and wlio still 
remain at work to come out and participate, a num- 
ber of committees having been sent to the various 
shops in which they were employed to endeavor to 
make them leave off work by moral suasion, If pos- 
sible, but, fallingthat, to bring pressure to bear upon 
them. In a good many instances they were suc- 
cessful; but some were intractable and refused to 
be coerced into any sympathy with the strike. 


A mass meeting was called at twelve o'clock and 


was largely attended, the room being filled almost 
to suffocation. Coroner Young was introduced by 
the chairman and proceeded to address a stirring 
speech, to them. He said that when he had taken up 
tne HERALD and found that the carpenters were oa 
strike he had hastened to the scene of action, be- 
cause a working man and union man himself he 
always sympathized with his brethren in their 
struggles for right and justice. He believed that 
the eight hour movement was one that should have 
long since been undertaken, and was a step in the 
direction that all other trades would soon. take. 
The grasoing capitalists, who fatten on the poor 
man's labor, might endeavor to stem the current 
and delay the time when eight hours would be a 
fair day's work; but their efforts would fail, for 
there 
was 
a 
power now 
aroused 
tbat 
would never rest until victory had -perched 
upon the banners of the workingmen. But to at- 
tain this object there must be united, peaceable 
an<J resolute action. 
Statesmen are beginning to 


wake up to the importance of the question, and in 
the Senate at Washington, the House of Repre- 
sentatives and almost every State Legislature, 
there was a growing feeling that eight hours was 
a sufficient day's labor, and should be conceded to 
the workingmen of the country as a simple matter 
of justice. 
In conclusion, he urged upon ail 
present the necessity of peacetul measures. They 
had enemies who would take advantage of any 
riotous and disorderly conduct to speak against 
them, bnt they should maintain their high charac- 
ter for respectability and continue Jo merit the 
commendation of the press as an orderly and 
respectable body of mechanics. Mr. Toung re- 
sumed his seat amid loud apnlause. 


TVMle the meeting was m" progress a number of 
bosses, among them Casey & Kickarc, W. Hamilton 
and several other prominent employers, entered 
the hall in search of men and engaged a number to 
work at eight hours a day. It was reported that 
these gentlemen would not accede to the men and 
they came in person to the hall to show that the 
rumor was groundless. This action gave great en- 
couragement to those present, and the most lively 
satisfaction was manifested at their conduct. The 
men engaged left the hall, and, so far as they are 
concerned, the strike has ended with them. 
The following employers in addition to those enu- 
merated yesterdav, have notified their men that 
they can resume work to-day at their own terms:—

street; Storey, Thirty-second street; Tonng, Sev- 
enth avenue; Giles, Monroe street; Miller, Fifty- 
ninth street; Cooper & Weed, Twenty-third street: 
J. P. Hayes, Eleventh street, and a number of 
others. These firms include some of the strongest 
in the city, and their ready adherence to what is 
demanded argues well for the complete success of 
the strike. A representative from the Bricklayers' 
Union attended and announced officially that the 
trade he appeared for were in mil sympathy with 
the movement, and would assist it If necessary 
and that it also would strike for the eight hours 
next Monday. Other trades also sent messages of 
sympathy and exhorted the carpenters to main- 
tain a firm attitude, and not retract one patticle of 
their demand. A vote of thanks was enthusiasti- 
cally passed to the EEEALB, and three rousing 
cheers given for it, in consequence of the fair and 
impartial manner in which it treated the carpen- 
ters, after which the meeting adjourned- The meet- 
ing was orderly throughout, and noshing of a riot- 
ous spirit at any time prevailed.

The Henley committee have ottered, 
at their regatta, a prize for coxswainless fours 
which it is to be hoped will enlist the Atalanta as 
competitors, and it lias been rumored on the Isis 
that an O. IT.

There is still in existence that memora- 
ble craft of B. If. C. which figured at Henley, bat 
we should far prefer to see some college energy 
shown, and a good college four sent out for the 
prize. The same should come from the Cam. Trin- 
ity is surely large enough to send a good eight, and 
the waning esprit of ihe club might be fanned into 
a laudable flame, but a C. U. B. C. four is a mistake. 
The light blue flag that has for three years waved so 
triutnphantlv in its legitimate eight-oared sphere 
should not risk being soiled In an impromptu ven- 
ture like this. The Thames now Is well patronized. 
In addition to the international crews the profes- 
sional matches attract many to the banks. On Fri- 
day Anderson, of Putney, who won ths scullers' 
prize at the Thames regatta last vear so easily, and 
has shown such thorough staying powers, meets 
Peter Kelley, from Manchester, and he will probably 
win. On Saturday something more sensational 
comes off—the rivalry of two schools will be settled, 
the Tyne and the IrwelL Mark Addv, well known 
for many vears as a fast but unluckv sculler, is 
matched against Bagnall, the rising voung Tyne 
man, and if but half what is said of the latter's 
speed is true he ought to outstart and outlast Addv. 
On Monday the excitement culminates in the match 
between Winship and Biffen. The former Is more 
renowned as an oarsman on the Tyne, the latter as 
a plucky'young Thames sculler. There are friends 
of Biffen's who fancy him good enough to take a 
short start of Joseph Sadler, but it win be a sorry 
time for Ills backers when he does; in fact, Mon- 
day's race will test nim more than he has ever been 
before. 


The Atalanta men having moved from Patnev are 
now housed privately at Hammersmith. If "it is 
quiet and privacy they require the move is rather 
out of the frying pan into the flre as Hammersmith 
can bring the London mob down easier than Put- 
ney.

For a second time within the space of three years 


we welcome upon our shores the friendly invasion 
of a transatlantic foe. New Tors, determined to do 
all that is In her power to avenge Harvard, has 
sent forth a. select band of aquatic champions to try 
conclusions on the Thames with a picked foorof 
the London Rowing Club. Ths American oarsmen 
arrived in Liverpool on "Wednesday last and made 
their first appearance on the 'metropolitan waters 
yesterday, receiving In each instance such demon- 
strations of applause and enthusiasm as might 
serve to convince them of the character of their 
welcome beyond the possibility or a doubt. Six 
good wee£s have to elapse before the eventful 
day of 
the race, and -the practice rows of 
the stranger boat will be meanwhile watched 
by crowds 
whose numbers will be conclu- 
sive testimony of the national interest that is 
taken in the event. The spirit which has brought 
these members of the New Tork Bowing Cmb to 
England is one which all Englishmen instinctively 
appreciate and admire, and Englishmen will neither 
appreciate U nor admire it less because those in 
whom it is now manifested are oar kinsmen in 
race, our countrymen in language, are bound to us 
by the ties of a common history and of a self-same 
literature. At the same time, the transatlantic 
oarsmen who bave made their new quarters at Pat- 
ney are true representatives of the most disUnct 
and representative elements of their nation- 
ality—are Americans of tbe Americans. New 
England has nolhiag to do, as It bad ia the case of 
the Harvard boat, with the composition of the Ata- 
lanta four. The results of the Oxford and Har- 
vard race were highly satisfactory, whether to our- 
selves, to the two peoples represintcd or to 
tne pastime of boating Itself.

After tlie Sabbath rest the delegates to the Gen- 


eral conference were promptly in their places yes- 
terday morning. Bishop Ames presided, and Dr. 
Hibbard, of East Gonessee, led tho devotions. Tlie 
time for holding the Episcopal memorial services 
was changed from Friday next to Saturday, to ac- 
commodate Bishop Janes, who Is ill, but who ex- 
pects to be present at that time. Memorials, peti- 
tions, resolutions, &c., were presented by confer- 
ences and individuals, and were referred to appro- 
priate committees. Among these were somo 
relating to the liquor traffic, to the election of a 
lady editor for the IMfes' Seposltonj, anil in regard 
to a demand for compensation for churches and 
parsonages destroyed during the war, to strike out 
the word "Catholic" from the creed and to insert 
the words "unity of the Church," Ac., instead. 


An important and somewhat sensational series of 


resolutions, prepared and signed byHfty-eight mem- 
bers of the General Conference, and including ta« 
names of some of the most prominent delegates, 
such as Curry, Foss, Fowler, Matlack, E. O. Havea 
and others, were read. The resolutions relate to 
the subject of the 
rriNEEAHcr OF THE GENERAL SUPERINTENDENTS. 
They maintain that, subject to the tlurd restriction 
rule, which prohibits the abolishment of the Epis- 
copal ofllce, the General Conference caa make such, 
regulations as may be proper for tlie guidance ot 
the said superintendents, and declare that the lat- 
ter are subject to the General Conference; that 
they are not a distinct order from the Elders, and 
that they should receive tlieir support from the 
Annual Conference while in active work; that the 
superintendents should be relieved or all non-epis- 
copal work, and that disabled bishop1? should re- 
turn to their respestive Annual Conferences for 
support, and that they shall all have the right of 
appeal and such other rights as are allowed to 
other ministers. 


A resolution by Dr. Jacoby, of ths German and 
Swiss Conference, asked that missionaries irlio 
ha\ e spent ten years or more in foreign hinds shall 
be provided for by the Missionary Society, and ia 
case of death their families shall be provided for 
also by that society.

Another resolution asked for the modification of 
the discipline so that women may be elected stew- 
ards and trustees and Sunday school superintend- 
ents, and become eligible as members of quarterly- 
conferences. 


A resolution by Dr. Curry was placed on its im- 
mediate passage and adopted, calling on the Boot 
Committee for certain specific information In re- 
gard to the cost and the income of the several reli- 
gious publications, magazines, periodicals, &«., ot 
the Church. 
c 


Drs. Wiseman, Money Punshon and Mr. Suther- 
land, fraternal delegates, made a few parting re- 
marks, praying for the continued blessing ol God 
upon American Methodists, and asking for frater- 
nal delegations from the Conference to visit the 
Canadian and British Conferences nest year, and 
hoping for a closer union between the diiferettt 
branches of Methodism throughout the world. 
Bishop AMES, in the name and behalf of the Con- 
ference, responded to those kindly expressions. He 
said there sat before them four hundred and twent/ 
odd ministers and laymen, representing seventy- 
two Annual Conferences, between eight and nine 
thousand ministers and 1,500,000 members, and ha 
could say that-thelr hearts and hands are moulded 
into one, and are herewith extended to the parting 
deputation. 


The delegates then withdrew, receiving tha 
hearty applause of the Conference. 
The call for resolutions was resumed, when one 
was presented and adopted sympathizing witk 
Bishop Janes in his affliction and pledging daily 
prayers for his recovery. Another appointing a 
special committee of one from each book commit- 
tee district on revision of the Hymn Book was 
adopted- A resolution asking for a deputation to 
visit the General Conference of the African Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, now in session In Nashville, 
and to present fraternal greetings from this body, 
was referred to a committee. 


THE OLD GHOST OP THE BOOE CONCERN 
frauds and mismanagement came up again in th« 
shape of the following preamble and resolutions, 
presented by Dr. Bryce, of Upper Iowa:— 


Whereas, the long and bitter controversy which has 
been carried on in reference to the management of tho 
affairs of the Book Concern of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chnrch in New York, involving the charges of careless- 
ness, mismanagement and fraud, has had a tendency to 
injare the characters of certain persons connected thcre- 
•svith and to cripple the usefulness and efficiency of tha 
institution; and whereas, the impression prevaiis-to aa 
alarming extent that there has been and is now a dispo- 
sition to cover up whatever of wrong practices may have 
been and to smother investigation and screen the guilty; . 
therefore be it 


Besolved. by the representatives of the Methodist Epis- 
cop^ Chnrch, in General Conference assembled, that -we 
insist upon and demand a fnil, thorough and searching 
investigation, without fear, favor or affection for any ana 
all parties, or alt the transactions of said Book Concern 
which may directly or indirectlv lead to a disclosure of 
all the facts connected with thi* case. 
Kesolved, That as members of *hi* General Conference, 
to whom is entrusted for the time being the varied inter- 
ests of tie Church, we pledge ourselves to leave nothing 
in our power undone to correct whatever wrongs may 
exist ant! to punish, to the extent of onr ability any and 
ail who may be found guilty. 
Resolved, Xnat while we deeply regret the existence 
of tbis contention and are exceedingly anxious that the 
strife should cease and that harmonv and concord should 
once more prevail, yet we arc determined that the motto 
by which -we will be governed in this matter shall be 
"rlrst pure then peaceable." 


Dr. BF.TCE moved these resolutions on their pas- 
sage, but the opposition that was manifested called 
ont the Doctor in defence of his paper. He Insisted 
that a necessity existed for the adoption of such a 
paper, and he did not anticipate any objection to 
its passage. The Doctor did not state how he ob- 
tained inionnation that an attempt was being made 
to smother-investigation, seeing that the special 
committee to whom the matter was referred had 
had but one day's existence and only one meeting 
for organization, when it chose B. R. Bonner, of St. 
touis, chairman, and A- D. Wilbur, of Genesee, sec- 
retary. 


The good sense of the Conference seemed to be 
expressed by the Rev. Dr. HCBBAED, of West Vir- 
ginia, who most earnestly and emphatically op- 
posed the resolutions. It did not comport with

to yield to public clamor on such a question as this, 
and to resolve that nnder the pressure of public 
opinion they would now, for the first tune, re- 
solve to be honest and brave- This matter is for 
the Conference to decide for itself, and not to be 
dictated to by outside parties. Resolutions that 
we shall be honest will not make men honest. 
Resolutions that we shall be brave will not 
prevent men from being cowards when they go 
Into battle. He did not see any desire on the part 
of the Conference or of its committee to smother 
investigation, full, free and thorough, for which he 
was as much ia favor as any roan in the Conference:

A resolution on Methodist unification was then read 
ana referred, after which notices of committees 
and other meetings were given. Dr. Merrill was ap- 
poiated to lead the devotions to-day, and the dox- 
ology was snug and the benediction pronounced by 
Dr. Wiseman, of England, and the Conference ad- 
journed
